Asks More Facilities To End 


‘Disgraceful Condition’ 


By th * A m o *I*W4 f*r*s» 
CINCINNATI, April 26.-~Lxpan- 
aion of the state’s facilities for Ha 
wards would result in a saving and 
put an end to 'disgraceful condi­ 
tions" in the institutions, Gov. Mar­ 
tin L. Davey told a radio audience 
last night. 
Speaking here in his aeries of 
weekly broadcasts, the executive 
said that institutions for the insane 
at Athens, Cleveland, Toledo, Day­ 
ton and Cincinnati were “virtual 
fire traps.”

Where’s Money? 


Writer Finds 16 Billions Primed 


By The Pump Lying Idle In Banks, 


A Haven From Investment F e a rs ^

Y I WASHINGTON, April 26—This I* tho story of a 


search for 4i 6.000.nun.11on. That s the amount by 


which 
the Roosevelt 
administration “ primed 
tho 
pump” between 1933 and 1938. and the big question 
is: “ who got the money?” 


It seems agreed among the government economists 
that this vast gum didn’t go outside of th* United 
Stale* in the form of exported capital, for we have 
done virtually no lending to foreign countries in re­ 
cent years. And it couldn’t be that we have been buy­ 
ing more than we have been selling abroad, because 
the official trade figure* show a negligible differ­ 
ence, relatively speaking, between exports and im­ 
ports each year. 


So the $16,000 00*6000 must have remained in the 
United States. Where is it? A study of the figure* 
tor bank deposit* show# that, as between June, 1933. 
and January, 1938. deposit* in all hanks have in­ 
creased by just about $17,500,000,000. It is fair to 
assume, therefore, that the money borrowed from 
the American people in the form of government 
bonds and note* has, to a large extent, finally found 
its way hack to the banks and there it remains. Some 
of it. no doubt, is in the form of surpluses in manu­ 
facturing enterprises, though the increase of sur­ 
pluses between 1935 and 1935. even including new 
plant# and machinery, has not been more than 
$9.- 
000.000.000 in all. ot which pro baith a third is 
• ash. Not all of this increase could he attributed

the flow of g o 'eminent funds because a hug<> invest­ 
ment of capital was functioning before 1933.

H AT proof, it will he asked, is there that redis­ 
tribution of income—* new deal objective -now 
has been accomplished? I compiled from the bureau 
of infernal revenue figures a classification by groups. 
lf shows that 
the people with incomes between 
$1,000 and $5,000 a year were 3.O65.701 in 1929 All 
of th* rn together had a net income of $S.282jK)fi.0OO 
in 1929. But. in 1936, there wei-p 4.705.573 persons in 
that same income group and their total net income 
had gone up lo $11,649,033.000. 


Certainly no hotter evidence of the increased par­ 
ticipation rd the lower income croups in the national 
Income could he given and there is no doubt that 
the same tiling must h a'e been happening to the 
people below fl.ooo a year, though perhaps not on 
the same scale. 


But if the trend in the groups (rom $1,000 to >5.ono 
a year has been rising decidedly so that, it is above 
what it was in 1929. what has been happening during 
the same period to the persons in the millionaire 
class? Back in 1929, the official figures show that 
there were 504 persons In the United .States with an 
income of $1,000,000 a year or over, and their total 
net income was $1,185,135,000. 


Yet, in the latest year for which figures are avail­ 
able. namely 1936. the number of persons with in­ 
comes of $1,000,000 a year had risen from a low 
point or 33 in 1934 to fil in 1936 and the total net in- 
come of these 61 persons was only $130,835,000, which 
is quite a drop from the net income of more than 
one billion dollars a year enjoyed by that classifica­ 
tion in the palmy days of 1929 


So the new deal ha* had its way. It has done what 
Huey Long argued for.
